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ANNUAL  REPORT 


of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1957. 


To  The  Chairman  and  Members  of 
Warsop  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  report  to  you  for  the  year 
1957. 

A  study  of  the  vital  statistics  will  show  that  the  general  health 
of  the  population  has  been  very  good  during  the  year  and,  indeed, 
from  more  than  one  aspect  can  be  compared  most  favourably 
with  that  of  the  country  as  a  whole. 

The  birth  rate  is  higher,  the  death  rate  lower.  The  infant 
mortality  rate  is  the  lowest  ever  while  the  still-birth  rate  shows 
a  big  decrease  over  last  year.  There  were  only  two  new  cases  of 
Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  and  the  death  rate  from  Tuberculosis 
was  nil. 

The  number  of  live  births  registered  during  the  year  was 
221,  i.e.,  121  male  and  100  female.  This  is  an  increase  of  12  over 
1956.  The  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  was  18.43  (17.69 
corrected)  compared  with  that  of  16.1  for  the  whole  country. 

Still-births  numbered  6  as  against  9  the  previous  year  resulting 
in  a  rate  of  26.8  per  1,000  live  and  still-births. 
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Although  the  number  of  deaths  from  heart  disease  (20)  has 
shown  a  decrease  of  11  over  last  year,  nevertheless  this  causeof 
death  still  retains  its  place  at  the  top  of  the  list  of  chief  causes 
of  death  based  on  the  International  Statistical  Classification  (Page 
8).  Deaths  from  cancer  numbered  16,  -few§miore  than  last  year, 
and  vascular  lesion  of  the  nervous  system  and  bronchitis  were  third 
and  fourth  on  the  list  and  accounted  for  15  and  10  deaths  respec¬ 
tively. 

One  very  regrettable  rise  was  the  number  of  deaths  from 
suicide,  three  from  coal  gas  poisoning  and  one  from  hanging,  but 
perhaps  even  more  regrettable  was  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
fatal  accidents  which  we  all  know  can  be  prevented.  A  young 
trainee  miner  of  18  years  was  killed  by  a  fall  of  coal ;  another 
miner  of  46  died  as  a  result  of  fracture  of  the  spine  during  employ¬ 
ment  and  a  girl  of  6  died  from  shock  following  extensive  burns 
when  her  clothing  caught  fire.  One  cannot  stress  too  strongly 
or  too  often  the  importance  of  fireguards  in  the  home,  particularly 
the  home  in  which  there  are  young  children  or  elderly  people. 
Time  and  time  again  on  visiting  various  houses  in  the  district 
one  notices  either  the  complete  absence  of  a  fireguard,  or  if  there 
happens  to  be  one  there,  more  often  than  not,  it  is  not  fulfilling 
the  purpose  for  which  it  is  intended. 

It  is  very  gratifying  to  be  able  to  report  that  the  number  of 
infants  dying  under  one  year  of  age  fell  from  9  during  1956  to  2 
during  1957.  The  resultant  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  was  9.05 
per  1,000  live  births  and  was,  I  believe,  the  lowest  ever  recorded 
in  the  district.  I  suppose  it  is  rather  too  much  to  expect  that 
the  low  rate  will  be  maintained  in  the  future,  but  I  am  certain 
that  every  endeavour  will  be  made  to  keep  it  as  low  as  the  rate 
for  the  country  which  was  23.1. 

“  The  Carrs. ” 

The  outstanding  work  on  that  portion  of  the  reclaimed  marsh¬ 
land  reserved  for  a  children’s  playground  was  completed  during 
the  year.  The  usual  items  which  provide  fun  and  recreation  for 
the  children  were  installed  and  the  paddling  pool  was  opened  for 
Whitsuntide.  A  close  watch  is  kept  on  the  condition  of  the  water 
in  the  pool  and  only  fresh  chlorinated  water  is  used. 

Mr.  Roberts,  Secretary  of  the  Nottinghamshire  Playing  Fields 
Association  was  invited  to  address  council  members  on  the  work 
of  the  association  and  intimated  that  the  Warsop  Council  would 
be  eligible  for  a  grant  from  the  National  Playing  Fields  Association 
towards  the  cost  of  the  playground. 
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Negotiations  for  the  purchase  by  the  Council  of  the  Carr 
Lane  Miners’  Welfare  were  also  commenced. 

Housing  Repairs  and  Rent  Act,  1954. 

As  a  result  of  the  survey  made  under  the  above  Act,  34  houses 
were  considered  as  unfit  for  human  habitation.  Building  of  new 
houses,  which  had  stopped  in  1955,  was  recommenced  and  for  a 
start  it  was  decided  to  put  up  30  new  houses,  the  majority  to 
accommodate  families  from  the  slum  clearance  area.  This  is  only 
the  first  phase  of  the  building  programme  and  it  is  the  intention 
to  build  at  least  another  20  houses  in  1958. 

I  should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  support  of  my 
colleagues  of  other  departments  during  the  year,  and  my  gratitude 
and  thanks  to  the  Public  Health  Inspector,  the  nursing  and  clerical 
staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation.

To  make  an  approximate  allowance  for  the  way  in  which  the 
sex  and  age  distribution  of  the  local  population  differs  from  that 
for  England  and  Wales  as  a  whole  the  crude  death  and  birth  rates 
for  the  area  should  be  multiplied  by  the  approximate  area  com¬ 
parability  factor.  When  local  crude  birth  and  death  rates  have 
been  so  adjusted,  they  are  comparable  with  the  crude  rate  for 
England  and  Wales  or  with  the  corresponding  adjusted  rate  for 
any  other  area.  The  present  factors  are  derived  from  the  final 
1951  census  population. 

The  area  comparability  factor  for  this  Urban  District  for 
the  year  1957  was  Births  0.96  and  Deaths  1.37. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during 
the  year  was  266  compared  with  42  cases  in  1956  and  414  cases 
in  1955.  The  increase  on  last  year  was  almost  all  due  to  measles. 

The  influenza  epidemic  reached  Warsop  in  September.  As 
the  disease  was  not  notifiable  the  exact  number  of  people  who 
suffered  from  it  cannot  be  estimated  but  from  the  increased  rate 
of  absenteeism  both  from  the  local  schools  and  industries  it  can 
be  said  that  very  few  families  escaped.  Three  deaths  from  the 
disease  were  registered  giving  a  mortality  rate  of  0.26  per  1,000 
population,  compared  with  the  national  rate  of  0.15. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

During  the  year  10  cases  were  notified  compared  with  7  in 
1956.  Six  of  these  cases  were  removed  to  hospital. 


Diphtheria. 

For  the  eleventh  successive  year  no  case  of  diphtheria  was 
reported.

There  were  153  primary  vaccinations  performed  during  the 
year  as  against  111  during  1956. 

Measles. 

An  outbreak  of  mealses  occurred  during  the  months  of  March 
and  April.  About  250  cases  in  all  were  notified.  The  ages  ranged 
from  6  months  to  9  years  and  the  sexes  were  equally  involved. 

One  girl  was  admitted  to  hospital  but  made  an  uneventful 
recovery. 

Whooping  Cough. 

2  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  compared  with  8  in  1956. 
Tuberculosis. 

Two  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year  as  compared  with  11  cases  in  1956.  One  of  these,  a 
young  man  of  20  years,  contracted  the  complaint  whilst  doing 
National  Service  and  was  invalided  out  of  the  Army.  The  second 
case,  a  female  of  16  years,  is  a  hosiery  worker  and  there  is  reason 
to  believe  that  she  may  have  got  the  disease  through  contact 
with  a  member  of  her  own  family  who  has  been  a  notified  case 
since  1950.  Both  these  cases  were  admitted  to  hospital  without 
delay  and  are  making  very  satisfactory  progress.

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

The  one  case  notified  was  that  of  a  married  woman  who  was 
expecting  her  second  baby.  The  disease  affected  the  muscles  of 
the  arms,  trunk  and  legs  but,  fortunately,  the  respiratory  involve¬ 
ment  was  not  so  severe  as  to  embarrass  breathing.  A  baby, 
3  lbs.  4  ozs.  in  weight,  was  born  prematurely  in  January  of  this 
year  (1958).  I  am  very  glad  to  be  able  to  report  that  both  mother 
and  child  are  doing  well. 

Vaccination  against  poloimyelitis  was  continued  during  the 
year  but  on  account  of  the  scarcity  of  vaccine  it  was  only  possible 
to  carry  out  the  vaccination  of  38  children.  This  left  1240  registered 
children  awaiting  their  initial  injection  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Report  as  your  Health  Inspector. 

THE  SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  supply  continues  to  be  that  obtained  from  the  Meden 
Valley  Waterworks  and  is  constant,  sufficient  and  of  excellent 
quality. 

The  supply  is  taken  from  three  boreholes  sunk  into  the  bunter 
sandstone  beds  at  the  Budby  Pumping  Station.  No’s.  1  and  2 
Bores  are  used  only  as  auxiliary  supplies,  the  main  source  being 
from  No.  3  Bore,  which  is  250  feet  in  depth  and  the  present  rate 
of  pumping  is  2,800,000  gallons  per  day. 

A  further  increase  in  the  total  hardness  of  the  water  is  shown 
from  the  results  of  the  chemical  analyses  and  averaged  288  p.p.m. 
compared  with  230  p.p.m.  in  1956  and  271  p.p.m.  in  1955. 

Work  is  being  carried  out  for  the  remote  control  of  Stoney 
Houghton  Pumping  Station  from  the  Budby  Pumping  Station,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  this  scheme  will  be  put  into  operation  next  year. 

Sterilisation  is  achieved  by  chloramination. 
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Four  chemical  and  forty-five  bacteriological  samples  were 
taken  from  the  Budby  Station  and  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst.

Petroleum  Acts. 

Nineteen  licences  were  issued  during  the  year  for  the  bulk 
storage  of  14,900  gallons  of  petrol.  Nine  of  the  licensed  premises 
had  hand-pumps  fitted  to  storage  tanks,  nine  had  electric  pumps 
and  one  stored  in  metal  barrels.  All  premises  were  visited  during 
the  year  and  no  contravention  of  note  were  found. 

Rodent  Control. 

The  Council  provides  a  free  service  of  rat  disinfestation  to 
residential  property,  but  the  cost  of  treating  commercial  properties 
is  re-charged  to  the  occupier.  These  facilities  have  proved  com¬ 
pletely  adequate  for  the  requirements  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage 
by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  Carrs  tip  required  frequent  attention  while  tipping. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  district  were  tested  and  received  two 
maintenance  treatments  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of 
the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries.

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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD. 

Regular  inspection  of  all  food  premises  was  made  to  ensure 
continuing  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  the 
year  having  generally  been  one  of  consolidation  in  this  respect. 
However,  handwashing  facilities  have  been  provided  at  a  further 
three  business  premises. 

Also  during  the  year  eight  swabs  were  taken  from  school 
kitchens,  two  from  clubs  and  three  from  public  houses,  and  the 
laboratory  reports  showed  that  a  good  standard  of  cleanliness 
was  being  maintained.

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  suggest  that  over  a 
six-monthly  period,  50%  of  a  vendors  samples  should  fall  into 
Grade  I,  80%  into  Grades  I  or  II,  not  more  than  20%  into  Grade 
III  and  none  into  Grade  IV. 

Eleven  water-ice  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological 
examination  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 


Food  Preparing  Premises. 

There  were  7  premises  in  the  district  manufacturing  prepared 
meats  and  registered  in  accordance  with  Section  16  Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  1955.  Seventeen  inspections  of  these  premises  showed 
a  good  standard  of  cleanliness  to  be  maintained.
